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FIRST  SESSION

After  an  hour's  meeting  for  prayer,  Synod  was  called  to  order.  The 
brethren  united  in  singing  a  hymn,  after  which  the  President  led  in 
prayer.

PKESIDENT'S  EEPOET. 

The  President  read  his  report,  as  follows: 
Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

In  the  merciful  providence  of  our  God,  we  are  again  permitted  to 
meet  in  Synodical  Convention.  Again  permitted,  after  the  cares  and  the 
tears,  the  joys  and  anxieties  of  another  year,  to  greet  each  other  in  the 
flesh;   again  permitted  to  meet  to  devise  goodx  for  Zion. 

Whilst  some  things  have  occurred  to  mar  the  peace  of  our  churches 
and  disturb  the  friendly  intercourse  of  some  of  our  brethren,  some  things 
over  which  we  have  had  cause  to  mourn,  there  are  other  things  over  which, 
as  a  Synod,  we  have  just  cause  to  rejoice. 

During  the  year  that  has  just  ended,  many  souls  have  been  gathered 
into  the  folds  of  the  Redeemer;  and  saints  have  been  built  up  in  the  faith 
and  hope  of  the  gospel.  God's  Word  has  not  returned  unto  him  void. 
Many  of*  our  ministerial  brethren  who  have  gone  forth  weeping,  bearing 
the  seed  of  the  word,  have  returned  rejoicing,  bearing  precious  sheaves.

From  ever}'  part  of  the  Synod,  tiding!  have  come  up,  thai  God  has 
owned  and  blessed  the  preaching  of  His  Word,  to  the  salvation  of  precious 

souls.    For  these  manifest  tokens  of*  our  Master's  gracious  presence  and 
blessing,  we  devoutly  thank  and  praise  Hie  gloriona  name. 

In   presenting  a  summary  of  my  official   acts  daring   the   interval   of 

Synod,  1  deem  it  unnecessary  to  burden  your  minutes  with  a  specific  ac- 
count of  all   the  numerous  letters  and  inquiries    I  have  hid  to  :. 
during  the  year.     It  will  be  sufficient  for  me  to  say  that  I  did  all   that  it 
was  in  my  power  to  answer  to  the  best  of  my   knowledge. 

CALLS    ACCEPTED. 

1.  The  week  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  I  visited  the  "Lost- 
Creek  Charge,"  in  company  with  Father  Hunt,  who,  after  having  preached 
in  the  different  congregations,  received  and  accepted  a  call,  and  immedi- 
ately entered  upon  his  duties. 

2.  About  the  10th  of  October,  1  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Sink, 
stating  that  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  Synod,  he  had 
visited  the  "Spenccrville  Charge,"  received  and  accepted  a  call,  and  would 
shortly  enter  upon  his  duties. 

April  2od,  1800,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  S.  McReynolds,  contain- 
ing a  certificate  of  dismission,  from  the  President  of  the  Bast  Ohio  Synod 
to  this  body.  This  certificate  is  now  before  you,  and  his  reception  cheer- 
fully recommended. 

DISMISSION. 

Sept.  28th,  1860,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  M.  Lang,  stating  that 
he  had  taken  charge  of  congregations  in  the  bounds  of  the  English  Ohio 
Synod,  and  requesting  a  letter  of  dismission  to  that  body,  which  was 
granted. 

MISCELLANEOUS    BUSINESS. 

Some  weeks  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  I  received  an  application, 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  Northern  Conference,  urging  me  to  grant 
ad-interim  license  to  Bro.  J.  W.  Miller;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  my 
worthy  predecessor  had  given  Bro.  Miller  ud-wterim  license  and  that  S^  nod 
after  examining  this  brother,  had  so  unanimously  decided  to  take  his 
license  from  him,  or  rather  decided  not  to  renew  it,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  Synod,  as  I  thought,  had  very  wiselj'  requested  Bro.  Miller  to 
place  himself  under  the  instruction  of  Bro.  Waltman,  with  the  view  of 
preparing  himself  for  an  examination  at  this  Synod,  I  did  not  feel — much 
as  I  sympathized  with  Bro.  Miller — that  it  would  be  right  for  me  to  do 
what  would  be  in  direct  contradiction  to  the  almost  unanimously  expressed 
will  of  this  Synod. 

On  the  26th  of  March,  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Mills, 
containing  several  grave  charges  against  Rev.  J.  G.  Biddle,  which  he  de- 
clared himself  prepared  to  prove,  and  asking  that  the  matter  he  investi- 
gated. After  some  correspondence  with  regard  to  the  matter,  I  wrote  to 
Bro.  Biddle,  transmitting  him  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  stating  that  my 
duty  would  require  me  to  order  an  investigation.  The  matter  was  finally. 
at  Bro.  Biddle's  own  suggestion,  referred  to  the  Northern  Conference. 
For  the  result  of  that  investigation,  I  would  refer  Synod  to  the  minutes 
of  that  Conference. 

On  the  15th  of  March,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  0.  Sink,  stating 
that  Father  Hunt  had  said  that  he — f.  e.,  Rev.  Sink — had  gon^  beyond  the 
limits  of  his  power,  in  organizing  a  congregation  at  Maysville,  within  the 
bounds  of  Father  Hunt's  charge,  and  asking  whether  in  my  opinion,  he 
had  done  so  or  not.  To  this  letter  I  replied,  that  in  my  opinion,  he  had 
transcended  his  powers  as  a  licentiate,  in  thus  organizing  a  congregation 
within  the  bounds  of  Father  Hunt's  charge,  without  at  least  consulting  him. 
To  this  letter  I  received  an  answer  on  the  28d  of  April,  asking  whether  he 
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should  disband  his  organization,  to  which  I  replied  that  they  had  better 
continue  it  and  make  application  to  Synod,  where  the  whole  matter  could 
be  adjusted. 

Oct.  2d,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  G.  E.  Moore,  giving  an  account 
of  the  condition  of  his  charge  and  stating  that  he  had,  for  various  reasons, 
dropped  one  of  his  congregations — Bruce  Lake.  To  which  letter  I  replied, 
that  in  thus  dropping  that  congregation,  he  had  violated  an  express  law 
of  the  Synod,  and  that  the  best  I  could  do  was  to  commend  him  to  the 
favor  of  Synod.    All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  for  your  approval. 

Nor  can  I  close  this  report,  without  asking  the  prayers  of  this  Synod 
for  our  dear  Father  Hunt,  who  for  eight  weeks  has  been  suffering  at  the 
point  of  death;  all  that  time  not  being  able  to  lie  down  day  nor  night, 
and  of  whose  recovery  there  is  no  hope. 

With  the  earnest  prayer  that  we  may  have  a  pleasant  and  profitable 
session  of  Synod,  I  cheerfully  recommit  into  your  hands  the  office  with 
which  you  have  so  kindly  intrusted  me.  W.  P.  Ruthrauff. 

On  motion,  the  Eeport  was  received  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
Committee,  consisting  of  Reverends  D.  Smith  and  A.  J.  Cromer. 

The  Election  of  Officers  being  next  in  order,  Reverends  J.  N.  Bar- 
nett  and  J.  W.  Henderson  were  appointed  Tellers.  The  following  was 
reported  as  the  result:

REPORT    OF    DIRECTOBS    TO    WITTENBERG    COLLEGE. 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  Wittenberg 
College,  elected  by  this  Synod,  report,  that  they  attended  the  meetings  of 
the  Board  in  March  and  June.  Much  business  was  transacted  not  neces- 
sary to  report  upon.  We,  however,  will  state  that  the  Institution  is  in  a 
greatly  prosperous  condition,  there  having  been  connected  with  the  Col- 
lege the  last  year,  195  students.  The  senior  class  was  the  largest  ever 
graduated  there.  For  further  particulars  we  refer  you  to  the  Catalogue 
herewith  presented. 

At  the  March  meeting,  the  President,  Dr.  Sprecher,  was  voted  a  salary 
of  $1,500  annually;  the  other  professors  $1,300.  The  Prudential  Com- 
mittee were  empowered  to  arrange  and  embellish  the  grounds,  grade  and 
gravel  the  drive,  and  complete  and  repair  the  building.  Rev.  J.  Crouse 
was  continued  Agent,  and  he  was  allowed  an  addition  of  $200  to  his  sal- 
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ary.  He  reported  $89,862.81  as  secured  on  the  endowment,  from  which 
deducting  $4,085.77  expenses,  leaves  the  fund  $85,777.04.  He  expresses 
confidence  in  the  complete  and  speedy  endowment. 

We  asked  that,  as  there  were  five  Synods  in  connection  with  the  Col- 
lege, and  five  professors,  that  our  Synod  should  have  one  of  the  faculty; 
the  result  of  which  petition  is,  that  Prof.  I.  Sprecher  was  requested  to  unite 
with  us.     Your  Committe  claim  as  due  them  for  traveling  expenses,  $52.80.
